Prior to the Great War it was frequently contended that wars between 
nations were brought about by armament manufacturers and captains of 
industry seeking territory within which they might enjoy more or less 
exclusive rights of trading..The Great War itself, was, in the final analysis, } 

caused by Germany’s ambition to secure larger world markets and a greater 
colonial empire. ‘The German navy was created for the express purpose of | 
challenging the British navy with this very object in view. Germany failed, 
but in the Great War the. old Russia of the Czars disappeared, and in its | Takes Pleasure.

With the views of such a com- 
mittee before him, he would be able 
to lay a concrete proposition before 
the British Government on his re- 
turn to London, England. 

He was prepared, he said, to ‘un- 
dertake at once the construction of 
an airship with a cruising speed ot 
85 miles-per hour, carrying fuel: for 

. @ 6,000-mile flight together with 100 
passengers and 10 tons of mail. With 

a fleet of such vessels a regular ser- 

vice between Canada and Great Bri- 

tain could be maintained, taking 214 

days for the westward crossing and ! 
_ two days forthe eastward. He 
named $1,000 as the initial passenger 
fare, but predicted a gradual reduc-' 
tion until it would compare favor- 
ably with steamship fares. 

It was time to take a bold forward 
step, Sir Dennistoun asserted. . If the | 
British Empire was to be knit. to- | 
gether culturally, economically and 
politically, a rapid means .of: com- 
munication had to be provided. A 
/ service to Canada offered better im- 
mediate prospects of success than 
the proposed eastward service to | 
India and Australia. 

Before the proposal could be put | 
. in effect, he said, there were finan- 
cial and political handicaps’ to be | 
overcome. Referring.to the'presence | 
of Mr. Bennett and Mr. King, he said 
with the co-operation of both parties | 
the political difficulties would disap- 
pear. On the political side, he men- 
tioned the necessity of long-term 
mail contracts and building loans. at 
reasonable interest rates. On the 
financial side, all that was required 
was money, and if the business men 
of Canada got behind the scheme 
there would be no difficulty. There 
‘were no technical difficulties. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, designer of the 
Graf Zeppelin, Sir Dennistoun said, 
was organizing a German-American 
company. to operate a service be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States. If Canada would co-operate 
the Canadian service would he in 
operation before the German. 

“We could promise regularity of 
service by establishing an emergency 
base some hundreds of miles south of 
Montreal,” said Sir Dennistoun. 
“Would it not be a great thing for 
Canada, if; during the winter months, 
mails and passengers could leave 
Toronto or Montreal and arrive in 
London, England, in 48 hours? Now 
that the R-100 has flown to Canada, 
you can see it for yourselves. The 
commercial interests of Canada and 
the Canadian government have some 
solid basis on which to form their 
judgment.” icity

A RUSTY NAIL 


There exists.an impression that 
some particular danger ‘es ‘in a 
scratch from a rusty nail. There is 


danger in’ any scratch because when 


the skin is broken there is always the | 


chance of germs entering and causing 
an infection. The rusty nail is not 
much more likely to do harm than a 
clean nail, excepting that the rusty 
has probably been lying around and 
so has had a better chance of becom- 
ing contaminated. The rust _ itself 
will do no harm; it is slmply some of 
the iron of the nail which has become 
oxidized. ° 

The fear of the rusty nail likely 
had its origin through persons notic- 
ing that’wounds made by. rusty arti- 


the ground caused serious infections 


» cles. which had been lying around * 


and that tetanus or lockjaw some 
times occurred after such wounds.. 

If nails lie around on the ground, 
they are almost certain to rust, and 
if the earth is contaminated by the 
secretions of animals, there is every 
likelihood that the germ which caus- 
es tetanus will be there, and it is al- 
so quite possible that some of the 
soil containing these germs will be- 
eome attached to the rusty nail. 

A wound from such a nail is there- 
fore dangerous, not because the nail 
is rusty, but because it has attached 
to it some dirt or manure which con- 
taing germs capable of causing in- 
fection, and because among these 
germs will perhaps be found that of 
tetanus, 

Unfortunately for us, the germ of 
tetanus has the power to form spores. 
The spore is a sort of resting stage 
during which the germ is able to re- 
sist the conditions which destroy most 
germs. Because of its ability to form 
spores, the tetanus germ is able to ex- 
ist in a soil for long periods of time, 

A wound in any part of. the body 
shauld-be promptly and _ properly 
treated. The most. important point 
is to cleanse the wound thoroughly 
with soap and water, and then to cov- 
ey it with a sterile dressing in order 
te keep ‘dirt out. 

‘A particularly dangerous type of 
weund is the punctured wound. In 
such a wound, the penetration is deep,
